POLICE STATE TERROR ON LINCOLN AVENUE 

When writer and publicist Eustace Mull ins announced that he was writing 
a biography of his friend, the stormy poet Ezra Pound, F* B, I. agents 
called him and warned him to say nothing against the JFVB. L in the book. 
Mull ins, 36, of 2239 North Lincoln Avenue, Chicago, former public 
relations counselor for the Chicago Motor Club, replied that he would 
relate in the Pound biography the story of the F. B. L agents who called 
on him in V/ashington ten years ago, and demanded that he stop lobbying 
Congressmen to help Ezra Pound. Mull ins had been trying to interest 
political leaders in the plight of the poet, then held as a political 
prisoner in St* Elizabeth's, V/ashington, U* G* + Pound was released 
in 1958. 

Mullins also said he would relate in the book that many of Pound's 
visitors were intimidated by the F. B. I. As a result, F. B. I. agents 
listed Mullins as a "recalcitrant, " who would not cooperate. They 
began a 24 -hour surveillance of his apartment which has now lasted two 
years. Agents often park in the alley behind the apartment house, and 
frequently interrogate his neighbors. Several of the neighbors moved after 
agents told them that Mullins kept large quantities of dynamite in his 
apartment, and that the entire building might go up at any time. The 
janitor is terrified, and Mullins 1 landlord threatens to cancel his lease. 

Mullins says he is fed up with living under these siege conditions. He 
had his phone disconnected a year ago, he says, because U I am shy about 
p peaking before large audiences." He does not answer his door bell, 
and his mail is frequently torn open, arriving several days late* 

This summer, while Mullins was visiting in Michigan, he allowed an elderly 
couple to use his Chicago apartment* Two carloads of F. B. I. agents sur- 
rounded them in the alley, and took their car keys. The terrorized couple 
drove back to Michigan by jump-starting the car. (Affidavits on request. ) 

"Hundreds of people are living under these siege conditions in America, " 
says Mullins, "just because they have been unfortunate enough to offend > _ 
some commissar in Washington. " He points out that J. Edgar Hoover has 
the only private army in the United States, and that he can send 50 or 100 
armed men after any individual at any time. Hoover may be prey to increas- 
ing depression as he considers how every secret police chief in the 
twentieth century has died by violence. 

Hoover's vast personal power has been built on the myth of his fight 
against Communist subversion, says Mullins, but the achievements of the 
F. B. I. in this field have largely been due to press agents, and consist of 
victories against old-maid school teachers and librarians. Not one member 
of the Soviet Fourth Bureau, the best-trained espionage group in the world 
has ever been apprehended in the United States, although it is known that they 
operate here. The arrest of Col. Abel was hailed as a great victory, but 
he was an incompetent agent in semi-exile, whom the Soviets exposed to 
get rid of him. 

Mullins asks that the F. B. I. be abolished, and its files turned over to the 
Pentagon. "The struggle against Communist subversion is essentially a 
military one, "'• he says. No group should ever be allowed to operate in 
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America with the kind of immunity from all moral and political laws which 
has been granted to the F. B. I. » he points out. No. F. B. I. agent has ever 
been dismissed for immorality, but no one who has seen them in action 
could believe that they are free from the corruption which infests other* 
Federal bureaus. The arrogance and un-American activities of the F. B. I. 
have come under heavy fire from many American businessmen, educators 
and religious leaders. Banker Cyrus Baton has denounced their vicious 
actions. 

Meanwhile, Mullins continues to live under: constant harassment, i'lhave 
gotten used to it," he says, "but the terrorizing of my neighbors and my 
relatives is painful to me. "

Sub- 
ject reported to have been involved in a conspiracy to overthrow 
the Yugoslavian Government and was- expelled from Switzerland 
for this reason. Informant advised ANDERSON had worked for the 
"We the Mothers" organization in .Chicago and subject has stated 
he definitely is not a Communist. Subject reported a member •' 
of the National Renaissance Party which has the motto; "We 
will do for America what HITLER did for Germany" ♦ ^ANDERSON 
reportedly bragged about his -association with Communists and

PAUL GEORGE ANDERSON intended to leave the United States 
by leaving Chicago on November 13* 195U> £°r Scotland by travelling t . , 
through Canada, ANDERSON, upon arrival in Europe, intended to visit 
England, France, Switzerland, Czechoslovakia, East Germany ; and 
Russia. ANDERSON declined to state the nature of his trip but advised 
he would have no trouble visiting in Europe if he so desires. ANDERSON 
indicated if it was convenient for him he. would return to the United 
States for a visit during the summer of 1955 and probably'' re turn 
permanently to this country in the summer of 1956* ANDERSON was 
definite that he was going to leave the United States. ANDERSON 
refusedto furriish the informant any information regarding a forward- 
ing address where he could be reached if he left Chicago ♦ According 
to the informant, ANDERSON carried Passport No. i|79795 and the date 
of his flight on his plane reservation was open.

. ANDERSON claimed when he was 16 years of age he was 
considered a boy genius in connection with an allegation (nature 
of allegation not indicated) that he was involved in a conspiracy 
to overthrow the Yugoslavian Government and for this reason he 
was put out of Switzerland. ANDERSON indicated that he was 
interested in 'reviving the Bolshevik Regime. ANDERSON indicated 
td the informant that he had worked for "We the Mothers Against 
War". ANDERSON stated he definitely was. not a Communist. 

T-24., of known reliability, advised on May $, 1953* that 
"Women's Voice" is the official publication of "We the Mothers 
Mobilize for America, Inc." which was founded in Chicago in 19lj.l 
dnd has been profanely anti-Semitic, anti-British, -anti -Communist, 
anti-UN, and ant i-EISENHOWER .Administration and Mrs. LYRL CLARK 
VAN HYNING is the leader and head of this organization. Informant 
stated that the organization is pro-German and its publication 
"Women's Voice" follows the organization's views. 

T-k> supra, on October II4., 1952, advised that he had 
learned the following information regarding PAUL GEORGE ANDERSON:

u ANDERSON was yery much impressed with HITLER and 

Hitlerism. ANDERSON has displayed to others anti-Semitic liter- 
ature which he has had in his possession. Subject has stated 
that he is associated with the National Renaissance Party whose 
hope is to "do for America, what HITLER did f or Geiiaany" • He, is 
also acquainted with Mrs. VAN HYNING of "We the Mothers", organiza- 
tion in Chicago. 

T-l, supra, on November 6, 195^» furnished the following 
information: ' 

Subject was planning to travel in Czechoslovakia, East 
Germany, and Russia and had bragged that he had recently been 
expelled from Bern, Switzerland, by the authorities for political 
activity. ANDERSON claimed that he is a member of the National 
Renaissance Party .which is a Fascist organization with the motto: 
"We will do ror America what HITLER dijd— for Germany". 

T-5, of known reliability, advised in July, 195>3> that 
tthe National Renaissance 'Party > originated in I9I4.8 by JAMES H. 
MADOLE, and he has maintained leadership of this Party. 1 Informant 
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believed that the National Renaissance Party is restricted to 
the New York area but efforts have been made to organize other 
groups from time to time in, cities like Chicago. The Party's 
publication is known as "National Renaissance Bulletin", T-5 
stated that MABOLE has gathered a group of pro-German, anti-Semitic 
radicals into this Party some of whom have been active for years 
in other pro-German organizations in New York City. T-5 concluded 
that although it appears that the National Renaissance Party is 
solely a -New York City organization being used to spread anti- 
Semitic propaganda, it is his belief the National Renaissance Party 
could be part of a large world-wide plan to discredit the present 
German Government and hinder the United States State Department 
in its plans for unification of Western Europe. 

T-2, supra, on December 1, 195*J-> furnished the following 
information: 

ANDERSON, while in Europe, became very interested in the 
Fascist movement and considered himself an intellectual conservative. 
The subject openly bragged about his association with Communists 
and Fascists in Paris, France, and Switzerland. ANDERSON stated 
that if you associated with the Communists and Fascists in Paris 
you could always pick up loose money. ANDERSON displayed to the 
informant a membership card in the National Renaissance party -which 
he claimed is not on the Attorney General's list. However, ANDERSON 
believed that this Party was in the process of being placed on this 
list. ANDERSON indicated that the National Renaissance 'Party is 
run by a man by the name of MEDDLE and the National Renaissance 
Party has a member by the name of KURT MERTIG, who, according to 
ANDERSON, was a defendant in a sedition trial in 19lj.2. ANDERSON 
stated that while in Switzerland in the City of Bern he lived with 
a Yugoslavian (whose name' he could not or would not recall) who 
participated in an attempt to overthrow the present Yugoslavian 
Government. For this reason, ANDERSON was advised by the Bern 
police to leave Bern until the situation cleared itself. ANDERSON 
further indicated to the informant there are far too many people 
voting in the United states and that the voting populace of the 
United States should be limited by their intelligence. 

Selective Service Status 

T-l, supra, advised on November 6, 19$kt fc kat ANDERSON 
may leave the United States to evade military service. 

T-2, supra, advised on .December 1, 195^» that they had 
learned the following information: /

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a ANDERSON claims that the Selective Service Board in < 
Illinois has not taken any men under 21 years of age for induc- 
tion during the past, three years. ANDERSON claims that he has 
never had a physical examination for Selective Service and that 
he was of the understanding that there is no extradition agree- 
ment between the United States and Canada and that he could - 
easily slip over the border to Canada and evade the draft at any 
time he so desired. 

T-3, supra, advised in November, 19$kt that ANDERSON 
claims he does not wish to avoid the draft. According to the 
informant, if it was convenient for him he would return to the 
United States In 1955 or 1956. 

Sacrifice of Citizenship 

T-3, supra, furnished the following information in 
November, 195&» which is as follows: 

ANDERSON advised informant he is willing to give up 
his citizenship although he was born in the United States as 
he intends to leave this country even if it is necessary for him 
to sacrifice his citizenship.

A resume of ANDEBSON v s activities is as follows: 

PAUL GEORGE ANDERSON, 4300 Horth Lake Shore Drive, 
Chicago, Illinois, was born April 11, 1936, at Chicago, 
Illinois, ANDERSON is a grandson of Mr, OL3EN of Olson 
and Ebann Jewelry Coapany, 309 South State Street, Chicago, 
Illinois. This firm operates a chain of retail Jewelry 
stores throughout the Midwest* 

ANDERSON'S parents ere divorced and his residence 
is with his aether, ADBUS ANDRBSON, and his grandfather at 
the above address. 

In 1954, ANDERSON received a passport in Chicago 
to travel in Europe; however, this passport was later taken 
up by the United States State Department. ANDERSON was 
also issued a passport in 1949 and was included on his 
Mother's passport in 1947. 

In 1954, ANDERSON was reported to have been 
expelled from Switzerland for political activity. ANDERSON 
reportedly in 1954 bragged about his association with 
Communists and Fascists in Trance and Switzerland. He was 
reported to have been involved in a conspiracy to overthrew 
the Yugoslavian government and was expelled from Switzerland 
for that reason.

He is reported to have urged the White Defense 
League to advocate and employ strong-arm methods in order to 
get rid of the negroes and so forth, and to have offered 
the League financial aid. He produced letters of accredita- 
tion from the Democratic -Nationalist Party of Chicago and 
left the following samples of its literature*.

"On the morning flight of the CM. A. airline from 
Mexico City to Chicago, on December 31, 1959* I was seated 
next to a young man named Paul Anderson, a Chicago resident. 
He claims to be the travelling representative of the Institute 
for Bio-Politics which, I gather, has headquarters in Chicago. 
His passport, literally covered with visas, tends to sub- 
stantiate this claim although I suspect that as the only child 
of a wealthy family he bears some of his expenses. The organiza- 
tion to which he belongs has as its purpose the establishment 
of an elite fascist ruling group and the elimination of Negroes, 
Jews, or any other group which' the organization deems "non-white". 
It would seem that the organization includes the remains of 
earlier organizations such as that of Gerald Smith, the Deutsche- 
Amerika Bund, and similar extremists. At present the Institute 
for Bio-Politics is attempting to loosely affiliate with the 
segregationist Citizens Councils of the southern states.

"While I realize this misguided organization cannot 
achieve its irrational goals and can exist only In the lunatic 
fringe, I am concerned as to Its activities in fomenting local 
racial and religious strife. For example, Mr. Anderson often 
boasted of the Institute's success in causing trouble In the 
Deerfield housing project near Chicago, in causing friction 
between europeans and U.S. negro military personnel, in 
creating anti-semitism, et cetera. He had the usual collection 
of literature and newspaper clippings to promote his cause. 
I anticipate that I shall receive additional material. 

"All of the above is obviously known to you; In 
fact, Mr. Anderson stated as much. Consequently* the main 
purpose of this letter is to relieve my pent-up emotion. I 
found It extremely difficult to maintain a calm and rational 
attitude In order to learn more of Mr. Anderson and the 
Institute for Bio-Politics. Mr. Anderson Interpreted my 
attitude as one of sympathy, or potential sympathy, for his 
cause despite my assertions to the contrary. 

"Mr. Anderson Is fanatically devoted to this cause 
and will happily talk for hours with the slightest encouragement. 
If one of your agents approaches him with a suitable amount of 
flattery and interest he can easily learn anything known to 
Mr. Anderson. Such an agent, in my opinion, should be paid 
time-and-one-half; he would more than earn It.
